Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the genera! nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: The examiner suggested the applicant to incorporate the limitation 
that the sintering powder layer attached to substantially an entire internal surface of the bottom lid and wherein the 
woven mesh is integrated with the sintering powder at bottom corners of the heat pipe in to claim 1 .
